COMMUNICATIONS COMMISSION

Thank you for your letter of October 23, 1997, expressing your c%m abiae
possible health and safety risks associated with exposure to radiofrequency (RF) emissions.
You refer to the Commission's proceeding (DA 96-2140) seeking comment on a Petition for
Declaratory Ruling filed by the Cellular Telecommunications Industry Association, which
seeks relief from certain State and local moratoria that have been imposed on the siting of
commercial mobile radio services facilities, and you express concern that local governments
may be hindered in their efforts to address related health issues. In WT Docket No. 97-192,
the Commission has received comment on proposed procedures for reviewing requests for
relief from State and local regulations that are alleged to impermissibly regulate the siting of
personal wireless service facilities based on the environmental effects of radiofrequency
emissions, and related matters.

Because these proceedings are still pending, we cannot comment on the merits of the
issues at this time. However, [ can assure you that the Commission is committed to providing
a full opportunity for all interested parties to participate. Your letter, as well as this response,
will be placed in the record of these proceedings, and will be given full consideration.

You ask that the Commission consult with various federal health agencies to study the
health risks of cellular and other wireless communications facilities. The Commission's
current RF emissions guidelines were in fact coordinated with the federal agencies with health
and safety responsibilities. These agencies include the Environmental Protection Agency, the
Food and Drug Administration, the National Institute for Occupational Safety and Health, and
the Occupational Safety and Health Administration. Each of these agencies sent letters to the
FCC supporting our guidelines. The Commission also coordinated with the Interdepartment
Radio Advisory Committee and considered comments from the Department of Defense, the
Institute of Electrical and Electronics Engineers, Inc., the American National Standards
[nstitute, and the National Council on Radiation Protection and Measurements before adopting
these guidelines in ET Docket No. 93-62.

The Commission has taken steps to work with State and local officials on a broad
variety of issues, including the siting of personal wireless service facilities. Since
implementation of the Telecommunications Act of 1996, it has been increasingly important
for the Commission to understand the impact of our rules on local and State governments, .

We have established the Local and State Government Advisory Committee to facilitate
intergovernmental communication between local and State governments and the Commission.
It provides advice and information to the Commission on key issues that concern local and
State governments, including control over public rights-of-way, facilities siting, and removal
of barriers to entry, and communicates State and local government policy concerns regarding
proposed Commission actions pursuant to the Telecommunications Act of 1996. The
Committee is comprised of officials of local, state, and tribal governments. More information

As you are well aware, in August 1996, the Federal. Communicaiions Commission (FCC) issued health
..and safety ciitcria concerning exposure to cellular telephone and other radio signal transmissions.
Currently, the FCC is engaged in a period of public comment regarding its intention to adopt a petition
which would place severe restrictions on state and local governments wha wish to estabiishy moratoria on
the filing and issuing of permits for celiuiar phone and other wireless communication facilities. These
local governments are already hindered from addressing health concerns because of language inserted into
the Telecommunications Act of 1996.

..Since-the Cummission first issued its health criteria, I have heard from, and met with, numerous
constituents from Washington state regarding this issue. Although I have consistently supported
telecommunications reform, I remain concerned about the possible health risks posed by radio ¥ignal
transmissions and the. lack of-ecnsultaiion with local communities by the Commission and the wireless
companies who build these towers. In order to adequately address the concerns of citizens across the
country, 1 believe it is imperative that an independent study be conducted in consultation with variouns
federal health agencies (i.e. EPA, FDA, OSHA) in crdcr to identify any possible health risks posed by

.these towery. 1 urge the Commission to work with these agencies in order to fully understand the
ramifications any future decisions will have on communities and families across this country.

[ am well aware that no conclusive, longitudinal study exists regarding the health risks of these towers.
However, this is precisely the reason I believe the federal government must take proactive steps to
address the concerns raised by these citizens. [ appreciate your attention to this matter and I look forward
to hearing from you on this important issue.
